"On Soviet Tactics 
In Austria Filed 


WASHINGTON, Nov.» 23.—UP)— 


The United States, Britain 
and 
France protested 
again 
today 
against alleged Soviet interference 
with the Austrian 
government's 


control over its own police in the 
Russian zone. 


The new' protest charged 
that 
the Russians have prevented Aus- 
trian authorities from maintaining 
.law and order and demanded that 
Moscow order its representatives in 
Vienna "to conform strictly" to 
four-power agreements which would 
prevent such interference. 


The American note, released by 
the State Department here simul- 
taneously with French >and Brit- 
ish announcements abroad, implied 
there is a danger of breakdown 
In four-power operations in Aus- 
tria. It urged the Russians to take 
action to avoid "a serious deterio- 
ration of functioning of the quad- 
ripartite machinery in Austria." 


An earlier protest, made on Nov. 
10, evidently has been ignored by 
Moscow. The latest American ac- 
tion was taken with the handling 
of a note to Acting Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko by Amer- 
ican Ambassador Alan Kirk Wed- 
nesday. 


This note said the United States 
has information that district po- 
lice chiefs suspended by Austrian 
government action for their be- 
havior during Communist-inspired 
demonstrations Oct. 4 "have defied 
' legal and constitutional 
authority"

The note warned Russia of "grave 
consequences to our Common ob- 
jective in Austria if international 
agreements continued to be disre- 
garded."

Western Germany 
Will Attempt To 
Pay Foreign Debts 


BONN, Germany, Nov. 23-^UP)— 


The west German government will 
formally declare itself responsible 
Tor the pre-war foreign debts of 
Hitler's Reich within a few days, it 
was authoritatively learned today. 


After this declaration the west- 


ern allies will begin relaxing some 
of the occupation controls on the 
Federal Republic. 


Informed sources said a revised 


occupation statute, would give west 
Germany its own foreign office and 
;reater powers over its 
internal 


affairs among other things. 
The Reich's many creditors can- 


not expect to be paid at once, how- 
ever, financial experts are working 
out a settlement plan, but it %yill be 
many months before the tangled 
skein of Germany's financial 
af- 
fairs is unravelled.

The U. S. Army poured nearly 


12,000,000,000 Into Germany 
after 


ts surrender to put the country on 
ts feet again. Britain contributed 
over two hundred million (560,000,- 
000). 


This was before the European re- 


covery program was extended to 
nclude west Germany. The Feder- 
al Republic has already acknowled- 
;ed its obligation to repay ERP 
unds in a separate treaty with the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Cff>)— 
The treasury and the federal re 
serve board apparently have settl- 
ed a two-months-old 
controversy 


over interest rates paid In refinanc- 
ng government debt when it falls 
due. 


The tip-bff came when the treas- 
ury offered 1 3-4 per cent five-year 
notes in exchange for $8,008,101,500 
n securities falling due Dec. 15 anc 
Jan. 1. That was a 1-4 per cent 
ilgher rate than was paid on the 
ast five-year notes issued March 
>• 
i 
The treasury and the 
reserve 


>oard had been at odds over wheth- 
er to follow the recent uptrend in 
nterest rates generally. The treas- 
ury had refused to pay higher rates 
chiefly because this would boost 
he present $5,750,000,000-a-year car- 
ying charge on the government 
debt. 


The reserve board contended that 
t was more important to fight in- 
lation by discouraging others from 
>orrowing. The treasury could do 
hat, the board held, by paying 
lighor interest itself and thereby 
ncouraging the general rise in in- 
erest rates.

The 27 were brought 
by 
air 


evacuation 
nlanes to the 8055th 
mobile army surgical hospital in 
Pyongyang 
for treatment. 
Some 
were wounded,' but none was in 
serious condition. 
They climbed from the 
plane, 


tired' and hungry, bearded 
and 
unwashed—but safe again. 


They said they were treated well 
by the Reds. 
Selections Puzzling, 


None said he knew of any atroc- 
ities by the Chinese. All said they 
were given the same rations as 
Chinese troops. The Chinese gave 
medical aid to the wounded with 
what limited facilities they had. 


These reports of good treatment 
were in sharp contrast to the bru- 
tality suffered by Americans at 
and Secretary of State Acheson the hands of the North Korean 


Reds 


None of the GIs knew why he 
was chosen to be freed rather than 
other Americans held in villages 
near the Manchurinn border. 
A sergeant said the Chinese did 
not look in the pockets of the Am- 
ericans, and left them their cig- 
arettes, watches and other person- 
al belongings after they were cap- 
tured. 


The men were marched north- 
ward to a village near the Man- 
churian border. They were given 
daily lectures on Red ideals and 
the ills of capitalism. 


A corporal said the questions 


asked 
by the Reds were more 
political than military. 


"They wanted to know," he said, 
what we were fighting for, if 
we were afraid to die, and why we 
were in the army." 


Three days ago (Sunday) 
the 
Reds selected 27 men, separated 
them 
from 
the 
other prisoners 


and took them to a house where

jammed with a holiday eve rush hour crowd, ripped Into the rear 
of 


another train Wednesday night, killing 76 persons and injuring at least 
333 others. 


Many of the injured are in critical condition. Police said the death, 


toll might go higher: 


The trains crashed with a blinding flash, telescoping two smoker 


cars into a twisted mass of steel and mangled bodies. 


Seventy-five of the 76 dead have been tentatively identified. 
But 


one body, that of a pretty dark-haired girl wearing a green sweater, lay 
unclaimed in the Queens county morgue.

Soil Conservation District News 


Marvin Wallace, whose farm 
is 


five miles northeast of Corsicana, 
near Hester, has increased his acre 
yield about threefold by applying 
a complete co-ordinated Soil Con- 
servation program of 
terracing, 


contour cultivation, crop rotation 
and soil building crops of vetch. 
Wallace has poisoned for insects 
the past two years and he stated 
"it paid off in increased yields." 
The following is a record of Wal- 


lace's 1950 cotton crop: 


40.1 acres of cotton which yielded 


32.64, 500 pound bales or 0.81, 500 
pound bale per acre. 


407 pounds lint cotton per a'cre. 
$39.74 was average price per 100 


pounds of lint. 


$161.74 was value of lint per acre. 
$7,382.54 was gross sales of lint 


and seed from the 40.1 acres. 
$184.10 was gross sales per acre. 
Wallace said "it cost $7.00 
per 


acre to phosphate and plant vetch 
on the land and approximately $6.20 


to poison insects." After this 
is 


subtracted 
it leaves a gross of 


$170.00 per acre. 


When Wallace bought this poor, 


eroded farm in 1941, the average 
cotton 
yield 
per acre was 
153 


pounds. Following are the yields 
per acre for the past five years: 


19M—25G pounds per acre. 
1947—257 pounds per acre. 
1948—256 pounds per acre. 
1949—482 pounds per acre. 
1950—407 pounds'per acre. 
R. H. Farrish. Cryer Creek Con- 
servation Group, has planted appro- 
ximately 75 acres of vetch. 
The 


seed was broadcast and disced in. 
Farrish planted the vetch to 
ad 


fertility and to stimulate growth of 
base grass when he sods or seeds 
this field in the next year or two. 


G. A. Brown, northeast Cryer 


Creek Group, has planted 21 acres 
of winter peas for soil Improve- 
ment. The peas were broadcast and 
the land bedded.

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A LARGER VOTE 


The vote turnout in the 


1950 
general elections was 


much smaller than that in 
the last presidential elec- 
tion, but substantially larg- 
er than the previous record 
for off-year elections, set in 
1938. It might be premature 
to conclude that this indi- 
cates the beginning of 
a 


trend toward voting by . a 
larger percenage of the elig- 
ible citizens. But at least an 
upward turn has been made. 


There appear to be two 


reasons for the larger vote. 
In many places an intensive 
effort was made to increase 
the-size of the vote by party 
or, non-partisan groups, or 
both. Such an effort, when 
earnestly made, 
inevitably 


bears some fruit. In all parts 
of the nation there develop- 
ed contests which 
aroused 


widespread 
interest, 
and 


which made so much com- 
motion that they attracted 
the attention of many peo- 
ple who ordinarily take lit- 
tle or no voluntary interest 
In political matters. 


Either means of stimulat- 


ing a higher percentage of 
voting is essentially sound. 
People who go to the polls 
chiefly in response to urg- 
ing are bound to take some 
interest in what goes on 
there; that's human nature. 
The next time they may take 
•n 
interest 
beforehand, 


knowing that they will be 
urged to vote. The third 
time they may need no urg- 
ing at all. 


Interesting 
contests 
not 


only draw more citizens to 
the polls but also cause them 
to be more thoughtful about 
their ballots. And one leads 
to the other. If more people 
form the habit of voting and 
discussing political matters, 
Siore people will be attract- 
ed to political office 
and 


more 
interesting contests 


will result. This is the surest 
.way to improve government.

Usually about four or five 
are thus given place. In 1940 
the electors were able to 
agree on but one, Stephen 
Foster, the author of Amer- 
ica's most beloved songs. 


This year the six names 


chosen are unusually prom- 
inent. Woodrow Wilson and 
Theodore Roosevelt enter to- 
gether, an association which 
both would have loathed in 
their 
lifetimes. 
Scientific 


achievement is represented 
by Dr. William C. Gorgas' 
who made it possible to dig 
the Panama Canal by rid- 
ding the neighborhood 
of 


yellow fever, Josiah Willard 
Gibbs, one of the world's 
great mathematical physi- 
cists, and Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, inventor of 
the 


telephone. The first woman 
«nce 1920 was chosen in the 
person of Susan B. Anthony, 
the unwearied campaigner 
for woman suffrage and the 
removal 
of . discrimination 


against women. 


No choice may be made 


except of someone dead 25 
years or more. Wilson thus 
got in at the earliest possible 
moment. Theodore Roose- 
velt was less quickly recog- 
nized, as he failed of elec- 
tion at his first opportunity 
in 1945. Except for 
Bell, 


who died in 1922, the other* 
have been eligible for a good 
many years; 
but presum- 


ably the electors in previous 
years have found choice dif- 
ficult when so many eligibles 
were presented for consid- 
eration. There has been a 
tendency to give undue pref- 
erence to statesmen and 
writers. The 1950 choices 
offer -a better balance.

LETTING IN LIGHT 
An 
important 
govern- 


mental proposal 
was pre- 


sented this fall to the voters 
of Cuyahoga county, Ohio, 
which includes the city of 
Cleveland and most of its 
suburbs. This was the sub- 
mission of a charter provid- 
ing for a unified county gov- 
ernment. At present each 
county office, treasurer, au- 
ditor, sheriff, prosecutor and 
others, operates ' independ- 
ently, without any basis for 
co-operation with the other 
offices. 
Also 
many func- 


tions of county-wide Inter- 
est, 
such as water, sewers 


and puplic health, have no 
county directing agency at 
all, 
but are divided among 


the 
three-score 
separate 


communities, 
co-ordinated 


only by individual agree- 
ments. The charter propos- 
ed a county manager with a 
council of nine, all 
to 
be 


elected. These would take 
over a number of activities 
now scattered among the 
towns, and would appoint 
the county officers. 


A close fight 
developed 


on the charter proposition. 
Openly at least this was not 
on the question of whether 
there should be a 
unified 


ounty government but on 
the wisdom of specific items 
of the charter. 


Some counties have merg- 


ed the 
county government 


with that of the-largest city 
in the county, a similar mea- 
sure. Among these are Bos- 
ton, 
Philadelphia, 
Balti- 


more, 
St. Louis, 
Baton 


Rouge, New Orleans, Den- 
ver and San Francisco, be- 
sides some two dozen cities 
in Virginia. The merger is 
not complete in all these; 
there is still some duplica- 
tion of offices, but a good 
beginning has been made. 


The theory, a sound one, 


underlying 
these various 


projects is that the county is 
not a natural growth, but 
utterly artificial. In addi- 
tion it has become the oper- 
ating ground for 
political 


machines. The county was 
called years ago "the Dark 
Continent of American gov- 
ernment." Those which seek 
reforms are trying to let in a 
little light. 


CHOOSING BY LOT 
In the palmy days of an- 


cient Athens, the Council of 
five hundred which govern- 
ed the city was not elected 
but was chosen by lot. Cyn- 
ics will say that they prob 
ably got as good results as 
we do by balloting between 
opposing candidates. 
It has to be noted that 


such a method 
would 
be 


practical only in a homogen 
ecus community, not top 
large, where all of the citi- 
zens were on much the same 
level of ability and intellig- 
ence. The 
New England 


town meeting perhaps could 
have employed selections of 
officials by lot with accept- 
able result if they had seen 
fit. In a large city, however, 
the results of the lot sys- 
tem would be apt to be gro- 
tesque. 


MAPPING THE STARS 
A project of great value 


to anstronomers and to fu 
ture interplanetary travel- 
ers has been completed. The 
Yale University Observatory 
has finished mapping hal: 
the sky, listing and locating 
128,000 stars. This should 
prove useful to pilots in the 
stratosphere and 
beyond, 


who will now know what to 
avoid. 


As yet the new atlas 


throws no light on the greal 
question that now perplexei 
astronomers. Is the universe 
limited? And if it is, what i: 
anything can lie beyond it?

FULL OF THE PROMISE OF JOY 


All We Have is Given Us As Trustees— 
We are to Administer to God's Glory and 
Man's Benefit—Security and Lasting 
Satisfaction Follow Practice of Stewardship

It is generally possible 
to tell 


he 
duality and sincerity 
of a. 
man's religious faith by the extent 
o which he is willing to give of 
ilmsclf, his time and his money 
o the enterprises of the church. 
Strangely enough, Jesus men- 


ioned money more often in his 
lublic utterances than any other 
ilngle thing. 
He spoke about it 


ven more often than he did about 
irayer. 
He was deeply impress- 


id—and He tried to impress Hla 
learers—with the 
effect 
money 
reduces on character. He taught 
hat money Is a servant, and when 
o accepted and used It becomes 
me of life's most important fac- 
ors. 
But money as a master )• 
omcthlng quite different, andJe- 
Us seemed to feel that He could 
not sufficiently warn men against 
ts devastating spiritual effects If 
hey allowed money to gain as- 
cendency over their 
better im- 
julses, Master or Servant? 


Our Lord's teaching was that It 


a good to have money; but for 
money to have you—that Js the 
antithesis of heaven. Money-mas- 
tered men are the most miserable 
of mortals—greedy fears haunting 


hem; 
their souls in a process of 
steady atrophy; their warm, ele- 
mental human Instincts dying a 
slow death; so that they are poor 
'athers, poor neighbors, poor cit- 
zens. 
Scripture declares not that 
money is evil, but that "the love 
of money Is the root of all evil." 
An Old Testament writer enunci- 
ated 
the principle. "The liberal 
soul shall be made fat;" and the 
latural corallary of that principle 
s that the selfish soul shall be 
made thin. 


The two passages whlck make 
ip the lesson this week are taken 
rom the writings of Paul, but they 
lerfectly reflect everything Jesus 
aught about money and its prop- 
er uses. 
"He that soweth spar- 
ngly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he that soweth 
bountifully 
shall reap also bountifully." This 
s the Biblical setting forth of the 
principle that in this life we get 
what we give. 
Giving not get- 


ting, measures our wealth. There 
s a sense in which we annex new 
•iches every time we share any- 
:hing. 
There are very humble 


leoplc who can speak possessive- 
y of "my missionary," "my or- 
phan," "my student;" for they are 
permanent stockholders In their 
investment 
of 
bounty. 
Money 
riven thus yields a return 
in 
broadened interest and In spirit- 
ual wealth. 


Qualities of Stewardship. 


Christian giving Is voluntary— 
each is to do "according as he 
hath purposed in hia .heart." It IB 
a procedure of good cheer, "for 
3od loveth a chcerfu! giver." Fur- 
hermore—and many people do not 
appreciate this—true generosity of 
leart does more to insure us in 
material security 
than 
anything 
we can do for ourselves. God takes 
care of those whose first thought 
s of others—whose first Impulse 
s to give rather than to get. He 
sees to It that these have "always 
al] sufficiency in everyhlng." 
In the second passage of Scrip- 
ture, we observe Paul writing an 
earnest "thank you letter" to the 
Phillpplans for a gift they had 
sent him during his imprisonment 
n Rome. But, said Paul, the nice 
thing about the gift Is that I did 
not have to have it, "for I have 
earned in whasoever state I am, 
therein be content," 
Paul had so lived his life that 


he had plenty °f inner resources! 
upon which he could draw In time 
of strain and crisis. He had learn-1 
ed how to be abased- and how to 
abound. 
His own words were: | 
"I have learned the secret both to , 
be filled and to be hungry, both" I 
to abound and to be in want." 
An Open Secret. 


But the secret was really no 
secret. Paul had a source of pow- 
er. "I can do all things," he de- 
clared, 
"through 
Christ- 
which 
strengthened me." When any- 
one has that secret, he has with 
It the power to remove mountains, 
and best of all the power to win 
a complete and permanent victory 
over the circumstances of lite. 
Cutting straight athwart 
our 
ways of living is the Scriptural prin- 
ciple that we arc not possessors 
of the 
things of life, but only 
stewards. 
All that we have and 
are Is meant by the Heavenly 
Father to be merely equipment for 
service. 
Money and every mater- 
ial advantage may be beautiful 
and useful factors in the hands of 
a sincere steward of God. 
It is a fair deduction from as- 
sembled Scripture to say that God 
Is more concerned with the giver 
than with the gift. 
He wants us 


to be stewards of money and of 
life, because He cares first of all 
for, our souls. 
When a person 


holds his possessions only In the 
consciousness that he Is a trustee 
then his relationship is right to- 
ward 
both his money and his 


God. 
A complete sense of sacred- 
ness is imparted to dally living 
when this basic truth of steward- 
ship is accepted and practiced. 


As we practice giving In our 
limited little spheres, we take on 
the glory and power of Him who 
is the Giver of All Things.

Mrs. W. M. For- 
ester presented the factual back- 
ground of the Paraguayan nation, 
and Mrs. R. L. Thigpin reviewed 
current events of related interest. 
Mrs. Thigpin substituted on the 
program for Mrs. Lynne A. Wor- 
tham.

Population Small 


Paraguay, enclosed In the center 


of the South American continent, 
ias the excellent soil, favorable 
climate and other advantages to 
support a population of perhaps 
40 million people, Mrs. Forester 
:old her audience, yet this country 
^aa the smallest population of all 
;he South • American 
Republics, 
ibout one million people, and has 
the smallest foreign trade. 
Its tragic history, pointed out 


:he speaker, goes far to explain 
Paraguay's lag in progress. When 
t threw off the rule of Spain in 
1811, the country fell 
into 
the 


hands of a series of dictators vho 
ruled it with a rod of iron until 
1870. 


This is the only South American 
nation except Bolivia 
that does 
not He on the ocean, Mrs. Fores- 
ter said, adding that Us capital, 
Ascuncion, is 950 miles North of 
Buenos Aires. To reach it travel- 
ers from the latter city must take 
a train ride of more than two days 
or a steamer trip of four lays, un- 
less they travel by airplane. 


The speaker said the country Js 


about the size of California; one 
third of it is in the tropics; the 
Paraguay River divides the coun- 
trv into two dlstit.ct regions; moat 
of the people live in the eastern 
area, and that this land is for tho 
most part rolling and hilly. In the 
low, 
partly swampy plain which 


slopes west toward the Paraguay 
River are most of the farms and 
cattle-grazing lands. 
The 
region 
that slopes east to the Parana is a 
subtropical wilderness, mostly for- 
ested, and its wll? yerba trees for 
centuries have been the source of 
the national drink. The remaining 
three-fifths of the country west of 
the Paraguay is part of the vast 
expanse of grass and forest called 
the Chaco where 
some 
Indians 
and a handful of Immigrant col- 
onies live, but which is mosty un- 
inhabited and unexplored. 


Mixed-Blood Population 
The people are chiefly of mixed 


blood, the descendants of Spanish 
setters and Indian tribes. There 
are only a few pure-blood Indians, 
and still fewer of pure Spanish 
Blood, said Mrs. Forester. Guaranl 
(Indian) 
is more widey spoken 


than Spanish, she added. 
Paraguay encourages immigrants, 


aut tt Is too remote to attract them 
in numbers, according to Mrs. For- 
ester, who said that colonies of 
Mennonltes from Canada and the 
United States have settled in the 
haco. 
Schools are few In the rural areas 
with at least two-thirds of the peo- 
ple unable to read 
and 
write; 


health and sanitation have been Im- 
proved within recent years 
but 


some diseases take many 
lives; 
most of the people live on small 
farms or large cattle ranches; the 
country Is largely self-supporting, 
but manufacturing and mining are 
little developed, the speaker relat- 
ed. 


Mrs. Forester sketched the coun- 
try's story from the domination of 
the country by 
Jesuit 
missions 
(until 1769, when they were expell- 
ed), 
to the post-war period. "Re- 


viewing the history of Paraguay, 
It is easy to realize how heart-felt 
were the words spoken by U» for 
eign minister at the Montevideo 
Conference in 19S3, when he said 
Peace is preferable to a place In 
history'," Mrs. Forestr said.

eet Hurt,' Says Corsicana Pilot 


After Saved By Helicopter In Korea 


HEADQUARTERS, FIFTH AIR 


FORCE IN KOREA — "My feet 
hurt!" This was the first statement 
made by Capt. Robert M. Terry of 
Corsicana, Texas, afte_r his plane 
had crashed deep behind enemy 
lines In North Korea, he had trek- 
ed miles over rugged terrain with 
trapped South Korean troops and 
finally had been rescued by heli- 
copter from under the nosos of the 
Reds. 
It all began when Cant. 
Terry 
and 1st Lt. William J. Dodson of 
St. Albans, New York, were doing 
aerial reconnaissance work In their 
T-6 "Mosquito" spotter plane for a 
band of 3,000 South Korean troops. 
The Roks had plunged deep into 
enemy territory and had been cut 
off from their supply lines. 
The "Mosquito" team spotted ene- 
my positions and swooped down in- 
to' a deep, narrow valley where the 
friendly troops were to drop the in- 
formation about the enemy. When 
the T-6 attempted to climb out of 
the deep valley, the trouble for the 
"Mosquito" team started. 
Teak Too High 


Directly at the end of the valley 
a jagged peak loomed. With full 
power on the struggling plane Capt. 
Terry tried to clear the peak be- 
cause it was impossible to 
make 
a turn in the narrow valley. The 
plane clawed for altitude but was 
unable to clear 
the peak 
and 
ploughed into it about 50 feet from 
the 
crest. Silence settled down 


over the tiny valley. 
Later the same day back at an 
advanced airstrip 1st Lt. Edward 
J. Kelly of Chicago, Illinois, a' hell- 
copter ijilot with the Third Air Res- 
cue Squadron, was alerted for 
a 
rescue mission. He and Technical 
Set. Robert J. Burns, a oara-medle 
from Falrtield, Call!., took oft in 


their H-5 helicopter and flew 
to 
the crash scene. It was late after- 
noon and the weather was thick 
and fop<ry. At the crash scene the 
rescue 
team saw the plane 
but 


could see no sign of the downed 
airmen. With weather conditions 
growing worse the rescue team was 
forced to return to their base 
to 
await better search weather. 
About noon the following day an 
F-51 pilot swooped low over a South 
Korean column of troops marching 
eastward 
through 
the 
valley. 
Tramping along with the Roks the 
fighter pilot noted two Americans 
in flying clothes waving frantically 
at him. The Americans were Capt. 
Terry and Lt. Dodson. Tho fight- 
er pilot dropped them a note say- 
ing that a helicopter would be dis- 
patched to pick them up. 
Await Helicopter 
Capt. Terry and Lt. Dodson pick- 
ed out a convenient mountain top 
and settled back leisurely to await 
their rescue. Their leisure 
was 
short-lived. The Roks began 
en- 
gaging with Red troops and small 
arms fire began to splatter around 
the two Americans In their grand- 
stand seats. The "Mosquito" pilots 
were forced to abandon their perch 
and move along with the Rok, col- 
umn for safety. 
The column was almost clear of 
the valley when the rescue helicop- 
ter moved in and 
settled 
down 


alongside the column. Terry and 
Dodson were on the spot almost be- 
fore the 'copter's wheels touched 
the ground. Sgt. Burns opened the 
door, hauled the two weary pilots 
aboard 
and Lt. Kelly lifted the 


helicopter out of the valley In 
a 
matter of seconds. 
Para-medic Burns hurriedly ask- 


ed if either of them were injured. 
"No but my feet hurt," said Cap. 


Terry.

"What right has any state to 


ask for a dole or handout?" Mays 
asked. 


Big Public Debt 
Further emphasizing the enorm- 


Itv of the public debt, Judge Mays 
said .that there had been only a 
billion minutes since the birth of 
Jesus Christ while the U. S. gov- 
ernment owes now 257 times as 
many dollars as .there are minutes 
since the Savior was born. 


The speaker posed this question: 
"If the people lose confidence 


In the government, then what?" 


Turning to another phase of his 
address, the jurist outlined .the 
trouble of the present -time: 


1. Too many people are socialistic 


and communistic m their thinking 
•without being conscious of such a 
condition. 
2. Too many interpret with em- 


phasis on the giving of the Scrip- 
ture—prayer—"Give us this day our 
daily bread" and far too many for- 
get that other Scripture .that man 
shall eat bread from the sweat of 
his face—and too often people for- 
get the message in the 6th chap- 
ter of Proverbs when the lazy per- 
son is admonished to observe the 
ant for its industry and work. 


Again speaking1 of the Baptist 


denomination as he sees it, Judge

"You arc on the bedrock—appli- 


ed 
practical 
Christianity—you 


preach it and practice it" and then 
as an example of his meaning, he 
complimented the host pastor for 
his untiring offorts or "more than 
any other individual to alleviate 
juvenile delinquency" in this com- 
munity. 


In giving his own beliefs, Judge 


Mays pointed out three pillars of 
his faith: 


1, Belief In the divinity of Jesus 


Christ—if -me doesn't believe that 
he throws down Christianity. 


Ten Commandments 


2, The Ten Commandments aa 


given to Moses—laws that have 
stood, for more than 3,000 years— 
to which there has not been added 
or subtracted portions governing 
human conduct—accepted by the 
Jew, Catholic and Protestant. 


Judge Mays stressed the "Love 


thy neighbor as thyself" as being 
perhaps the greatest since no one 
can qualify in that commandment 
without loving God. 


3, A firm belief In eternal Jife. 


He quoted the Scripture 
dcfflng 
with the love of God that caused 
him to send his onlv begotten Son, 
that whosoever believed on Him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. In concluding his mes- 
sage, Judge Mays suggested that 
God could be seen in the changing 
seasons, sunshine, rain, flowers, 
trees—"Look about you and see 
Him," ho declared.

To Explain Needs 


Although needs of the expanding; 
school system are generally known 
board members decided at their 
meeting in Supt. W. H. Norwood's 
office to "lay it all on the table" 
after analyzing conditions in every 
school. 


Topping the list of needs, appar- 


ently, will be a gymnasium at the 
high school. 
During a brief dis- 


cussion of this proposed project— 
long wanted by Corsicanans—board 
members expressed hope it could 
be constructed adjacent 
to, 
and 


connection with ,the high school. A 
minimum seating capacity of 2,- 
000 seems preferred. 


Size of the proposed bond issue 


was not indicated, but the board 
must complete its survey and de- 
termine the amount of funds nec- 
essary to fulfill the needs before 
arriving at this figure. 


Expansion Necessary 


Needs which have been cited by 


Supt. Norwood In the past include 
the gymnasium, a junior hig cafe- 
teria and addtional classrooms to 
handle 
a 
ever-Increasing enroll- 


ment. 
Playground space is one of the 


big needs, 
indicating 
that 
the 


school system must purchase ad- 
ditional acreage. 


A new school—in the northwest 


section of Corsicana—may be con- 
structed. That is only a possibility, 
though, it was noted. It has been

frequently 
at 
board 


meetings and was 
brought 
up 


again Monday night. 


When the board convenes next 


week, Norwood will submit ''facts 
and figures" for the trustees' con- 
sideration.

Norwood disclosed plan* to se- 
cure another teacher at the Crock- 
ett school.

38,895 Bales Of 
Cotton Ginned In 
Navarro County 


Cotton ginned in Navarro county 
prior to November 1, 1950 crop, was 
38,895 bales as compared with 60,- 
003 bales on the same date in 1949. 
These figures have been released 
by the Department of Commerce, 
Bureau of the Census, Washington, 
through the district supervisor in 
Fort Worth. 
The production in most adjoining 


counties also is far below that of 
last year as follows with the 1950 
production used in the first figures 
and the 1949 in the second totals: 
Ellis—53,837—89,289. 
Freestone—5,397—9,321. 
Hill—45,384—59,536. 
Limestone—24,735—22,328. 
It will be noted that the 1950 pro- 
duction in Limestone is higher than 
last year, a condition that exists in 
only a few Texas counties. 
No figures on cotton production 


in Henderson county were includ- 
ed in the release from Washington.
